Congo,”’ the bulletin points out. 
Defense Force of 13,000. 


“The colony has a defense force 
of about 13,000 native troops with 
330 European officers and non-com- 
Miissioned officers, including 4,400 
territorial police. 

“The Belgian Congo is a land of 
steaming jungles and broad, park- 
lixe plains, home of the gorilla, ele- 
phant, giraffe and zebra, teeming 
with more than 10,000,000 blaek na- 
tives, rich in ivory, gold, diamonds, 
copper, and radium. Situated al- 
most in the center of the African 
continent, it spreads fan-like inland 
from the African west coast from a 
Coastline only 25 miles long to a 
maximum north-and-south length of 
1,203 miles in the interior. It is 
Grained by the mighty Congo river, 
nearly 3,000 miles long. 

*““The Congo began its existence 
55 years ago as a sort of private 
empire administered by King Leo- 
pold II of Belgium, great uncle of 
the present King Leopold III, and 
some associates. Development of 
the Congo basin was envisioned by 
the king as a result of Henry M. 
Staaley’s explorations in the region. 
In 1885 organization of the Congo 
Free State was recognized by the 
European powers and King Leopold 
became its sovereign. In 1908 the 
Congo was ceded to Belgium by 
King Leopold and is now governed 
by the Belgian parliament, though 
native chiefs are allowed consid- 
erable authority. 


Minerals Chief Wealth. 

“Chief wealth of the Congo is in 
minerais, which include gold, cop- 
«per, diamonds, tin, cobalt, iron, 
and uranium. Its radium mines 
constitute one of the two great world 
sources of this fabulously valuable 
substance. 

“The colony produces rubber, 
palm oil, palm nuts, cotton, rice, 
* coffee, cacao, copal gum, and sugar. 
Cattle thrive in the highlands where 
the tsetse fly is absent. The central 
zone of the Congo consists of allu- 
“vial plains, well-watered and some 
of them heavily forested, but the 
greatest area is covered by open 
park-like savannas. 


“Two large game refuges totaling 
1,500,000 acres in extent, the Pare 
Leopc'd and Parc Albert, provide 
shelter for the gorilla, elephant, 
and other types of wild life where 
they can be studied by scientists un- 
der natural conditions and protect- 
ed against extinction. 


“The Congo river, draining most 
of the colony, is navigable for 95 
miles from its mouth to Matadi. 
From there freight moves by rail 
past 250 miles of rapids to Stanley 
pool, where the river again becomes 
navigable for more than 1,900 miles 
to Stanley falls. 
there are 585 more miles of navi- 
gable water, and 6,279 miles of the 
Congo’s tributaries also are naviga- 
ble. * 

“The Congo has a population of 
10,200,000 natives and 23,000 whites, 
including 3,500 missionaries, accord- 
ing to latest available figures. 
There are about 1,800 miles of air 
lines, 3,000 miles of railroad, and 
42,300 miles of highways.”

WASHINGTON. — A device for 
making color pietures of the inside 
of the human body was announced 
by three Atlanta physicians. 

Dr. Edgar G. Ballenger, Dr. Har- 
old P. McDonald and Dr. Reese C. 
Coleman reported in the Southern 
Surgeon, a medical journal, that 
they had adapied a miniature color 
camera to a cystoscope, one of the 


| four types of telescopes used to ex- 


plore inside the body, and had made 
photographs of the bladder’s inte- 
rior. 

camera also might be adapted to 
instruments used to examine the in- 
terior of the head, lungs and stom- 
ach. 

With these instruments, it is pos- 
sible to peer into the body cavities 
through a series of lenses arranged 
in a flexible tube which has a tiny 
electric light bulb on the end. It 
is also possible to perform delicate 
operations with long instruments 
that are thrust through the tube and 
manipulated with the aid of the 
light.

Tree Planting 
Nears 2 Billion 


CCC Program Far From 
Finished, According 


Teo Director. 


7 WASHINGTON. — More than 
2,000,000,000 trees will have been 
planted by the Civilian Conservation 
corps when enrollees complete their 
1940 program, according to James J. 
McEntee, CCC director. 

The 1940 program includes the 
planting of 260,000,000 trees to re- 
forest public lands and 100,000,000 
seedlings and young trees on ero- 
sion control projects, he said. Most 
of the CCC’s reforestation plantings 
are planned and supervised by the 
forestry service, while the soil 
conservation service supervises 
plantings on erosion cestrel proj- 
ects. Interior department agencies 
supervise planting in other areas. 


Michigan in Lead. 

About 1,890,000,000 trees already 
have been planted. Michigan 
with 419,000,000 trees, followed by 
Wisconsin with 328,000,000. Other 
high states were New York, 171,000,- 
000; Louisiana, 152,000,000; Missis- 
} Sippi, 110,569,000; and Minnesota, 
93,000,000.

planting job,’ McEntee said. “An 
enormous amount of work remains 
to be done if the nation is to restore 
millions of acres of barren and 


only partly stocked forest lands pri- 
marily suited to the growing of tim- 
ber. 

“These lands have been so exces- 
sively cut over and burned over that 
they will not renew 
through natural reproduction. Fed- 
eral conservation authorities state 
there are some 138,000,000 acres of 
treeless or only partly stocked lands 
which might well be producing some 
human benefits.

“Tree planting is a permanent in- 
vestment for the future. Over the 
last seven years we have been plant- 
ing trees for reforestation purposes 
at a rate slightly in excess of 250,- 
000,000 trees annually. To maintain 
this rate it was necessary for the 
corps to increase the capacity of 
tree nurseries, to collect millions 
of pounds of seeds and hundreds of 
thousands of bushels of cones and 
tree nuts to aid in the growing of 
trees at nurseries. The nation is 
now geared to plant between 250,- 
000,009 and 400,000,000 seedlings an- 
nually for an indefinite period in 
the future. About 1,000 trees are 
planted per acre.

1an C. Wetzel, associate professor 
of pediairics at Western Reserve 
university, is based on the direct 
study of 2,023 Cleveland school chil- 
dren and records of more than 
4,000,000 children during the last 100 
vears. 

The system involves the use of 
a “grid’’ or chart into which any 
child can be fitted. 

Preliminary application of the 
chart indicated that 15 of every 100 
local school children either are in- 
adequately nourished or are in need 
of comprehensive medical examina- 
tion. The record was believed com- 
parable to that existing generally 
in the United States. 

System Easily Applied. 

Dr. Wetzel said that, unlike all 
previous systems, it has proved 
both accurate and easily applied. 
He said that it offered an answer 
to the serious problem of selecting 
the city’s malnourished children, a 
problem which thwarted health of- 
ficers seeking to prove the effects of 
Cleveland’s relief crisis on child 
health. 

He pointed out that most systems 
have been either too elaborate for 
practical use or have failed to al- 
low for the extent to which a par- 
ticular child can depart from aver- 
age physical characteristics and 
stil be nourished properly and in 
good health. 

He said the feature of the system 
is the ‘“‘grid’’ by which the child’s 
“nutritional grade’ is established.

Dr. Wetzel, who has published a 
number of previous papers on child 
physical development, plotted near 
ly 2,000 children studied at Harvard 
university also and examined all 
important records of the sort in 
calibrating the graph. 

He pointed out that previously 
even the judgment of ‘‘the most ex- 
perienced examiners’ has been 
found to ‘vary conspicuously”’ in 
diagnosing malnutrition. 

“No single method nor any com-
